The following are the terms of the capitulation 


agreed on between the American commanders 
and the Mexican Governor, for the surrender of 
the City of Vera Cur/, and the Castle of Sun Juan 
dTiloa: 


1. The whole garrison, orgarrisons to 


be surrendered lo lhe arms of the United 
States, as prisoners of war, the 29th inst. 
at 10 o'clock, A. M. ; the garrisons to be 
permitted to inarch out with all the hon- 
ors of wnr, and to Jay down their arms 
to such officers as may be appointed by 
the genera!-in-chief of the United States 
armies, and at a point to be agreed upon 
by the commissioners. 


2. Mexican officersshall preserve their 


arms and private effects, including hor- 
ses and horse furniture, and to be allow- 
ed, regular and irregular officers, as also 
the rank and file, five days to retire to 
their respective homes, on parole, as 
hereinafter prescribed. 


3. Coincident with the surrender, as 


stipulated in article one, the Mexican 
fiaiTs of the various forts and stations 
c> 


shall be struck, saluted by their own 
batteries ; and, immediately thereafter, 
forts Santiago and Conception and the 
Castle of San Juan d'Uiloa, occupied by 
the forces of the United Stales. 


4. The rank and file of the regular 


portion of the. prisoners to be disposed of, 
after surrender and parole, as their gen- 
erai-in-chief may desire, and the irregu- 
lar, to be permitted to return to their 
homes. 
The officers, in respect to ali 


arms and descriptions of force, giving 
the usual parole, that the said rank and 
file, as well as themselves, shall not serve 
again until duly exchanged. 


5. All the materiel of war, and all 


public 
property of every description 


found in the city, the Castle of San Juan 
d'Ulloa and their dependencies, to be- 
long to lhe United Slates ; but the ar- 
mament of the same (nol injured or de- 
slroyed in lhe further prosecution of the 
actual war) may be considered as liable 
lo be restored to Mexico by a definite 
treaty of peace.

A letter of the 14th ultimo, received 


from an officer in Capt. Pike's company, 
stales that the body of a member of Cap- 
tain 
DanU-y's [now 
Lieut. Gaines'] 


company, by thc nnme of McCallaster, 
from Chirk county, had been found hung" 
n few days previous, with a bsso around 
his neck. 
A party of some of his com- 


rades 
from Lieut. Gaines' and Cnpt. • 


Hunter's companies had been searching 
for him two or three days, and when they 
found him he was stripped of his cloth-" 
ing, and appeared to have been dead 
two or three days. 
Near the spot whirc 


he was found they discovered a cave, 
and in it over one hundred peons, (labo- 
rers.) \\ ho, they were satisfied, were the 
tuuiderers of their comrade. 
Burning 


with rage at thc unprovoked and cold- 
blooded murder, the party, in a moment 
of excitement, fell upon lhe 
cowardly 


wretches, and killed some twenty-seven 
or thirty of them, and took the residue 
prisoners and carried them to camp. 
This act on the part of the volunteers, 
was severely censured by Gen. Taylor, 
who threatened to send those employed 
in it to Cainargo and employ them in 
loading and 
unloading steamboats.— 


Against this treatment of them Col. Yell 
had remonstrated without effect.
